Under the direction of instructor Dick 
Milan, students plan, prepare and serve 
meals each evening in the Roadrunner 
Restaurant i 

Special benefits to local residents are 
good food and cheap prices at the 
Roadrunner, student Debbie Milam said 

A typical meal, $1.50, includes a beet. 
fish or chicken main dish with salad, 
vegetable, potato and roll. The most 
expensive meal is a steak dinner tor 
$2.80 

The class is a learning experience for 
immediate employment, Milam. said 
Students rotate jobs to learn planning, 
cooking and serving skills 

With these skills, said Milam, the 
students are ready for jobs in local 
restaurants 

Students also explore career 
possibilities. After completing the 
course, people interested in professional 
food administration careers can transfer 
to California State Polytechnic 
University, Pomona 

Students learn food management and 
health laws in daily lectures. They also 
learn to make different dishes, such as 
coq au vin, and to cook for large numbers 
of people 

Although the class is noncredit, 
students can earn credit for four 
different classes by passing an exam 
The class is open entry-open exl) — 
students can start or stop at any tue 
Milam said 

Students do not have to be enrolled at 
Chafefy College, take an entrance exam 
or pay a fee to take the class 

High school students can take the class 
if they have completed foods courses 
offered by the Regional Occupational 
Program 

The class has several openings

Tomkins said the 
shop has openings for many more 
youngsters. ‘‘T really like to see the place 
busy all the time,’ he added 


\ll tools and equipment in the shop 
have been donated. Saws of all types and 
sizes include one of the first electric cop- 
ing saws made. An antique saw with a 
hand-carved handle has been made into a 
sign for the shop 

Tomkins is collecting old tools which 
he plans to recondition and present to the 
Chaffey Community Cultural Center 
Museum. He worked as a meat cutter 
but carpentry has been a litelong hobby 

The shop also has power tools and new- 
ly constructed work benches. Although 
the church has set aside a fund for 
purchasing materials, donations of new 
or used lumber are welcome, Tomkins 
said 


The shop is a community program 
open to all youth regardless of religious 
background, said the Rev. Robert Gillog- 
ly, paster of First Presbyterian.

The 600 Fiat dragster with a 
Volkswagon engine and transmission 
was built by Sport Body Shop of Upland 
The dragster has been clocked at 11.50 
seconds over a quarter mile with a speed 
of 116 miles per hour. 

Lowering the top to reduce wind 
resistence was the most difficult 
problem in building the car, according to 
Ernie Villanueva, owner of the body 
shop 

Two tops had to be combined to lower 
the top four inches. The front windshield 
had to be reworked to produce the same 
angle of slant as the original windshield, 
Villanueva said 

The axle had to be shortened to keep 
the drag slicks within the wheel wells, he

The car is painted a candy-apple red 
acrylic enamel. ‘The custom interior is 
just as perfect as the exterior,” 
Villanueva said) The dashboard was 
removed and replaced with aluminum 

Carl Swift formed the interior paneling 
by hammering aluminum over a 
woodblock. The car weighs only 1,232 
pounds, half as heavy as a normal car,

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Dissatisfied with their portion of a $3.7 million federal 
allocation for public service jobs, local school districts 
Monday petitioned the San Bernardino County Board of 
Supervisors for a greater share — and were denied the 
request. 

School districts in the county will soon receive the first 
of $860,000 from the county ‘in federal funds under the 
Comprehensive Employment Training Act (CETA), 
signed late last year by President Ford to create public 
service jobs and ease unemployment. 

But, according to school district officials, the federal 
funding allocated by the county to the school districts is 
not proportionate to the number of persons employed by 
the school systems and the number of people they serve. 

“We are questioning the equity involved in the 
distribution of these funds,’ Royce Lapp, superintendent 
of the Chino Unified School District, told the county 
board of supervisors. 

Lapp noted that 60 per cent of all public employes in the 
county are employed by school districts and said ‘‘the 
ability to absorb employes should have something to do 
with the allocation.” 

According to the allocation formula devised by the 
county for the CETA funds, 51 per cent of the money goes 
to cities, 23 per cent to schools, 21 per cent to the county 
government and five per cent to special districts. 

The county, with about 7,000 employes, will receive 
about $765,000 in CETA funds. Lapp said the 18,000 school 
district jobs in the county should qualify the districts for 
a greater share of the federal money than their $860,000 
allocation. 

Jack Jones, superintendent of the Ontario-Montclair 
School District, said school districts can ‘‘make a great 
case for needs’’ — ways to spend the CETA money.

Some people unintentional- 
ly mope around day after 
day, depressed, without ener- 
gy and lacking capacity to 
do a good day’s work. More 
often than rot 
they feel tired 
after a good 
night’s sleep.

What is such 
a person’s 
problem? This oe. Wet betner 
type of person e. 
is suffering from chronic 
fatigue. He doesn’t necessar- 
ily know that’s his problem 

"i ... he may think he’s suffer- 
ing from nervous: ess. 

However, he'll often self- 
criticize himself for feeling 
‘lazy’ but find that he can’t 
seem to do anything about 
it. Whatever the case, he’ll 
always desire to regain the 
energy he knows he was once 
capable of. 

A serious problem for per- 

" sons suffering from chronic 
fatigue is the creeping side- 
effects of the difficulty. They 
become jittery and lose in- 
terest ir their work. They 
may experience poor diges- 
tion and poor elimination. 
They often begin to have 
headaches and general aches 
and pains. And they may 
have attacks of dizziness and 

f severe chest pains. 

And, of course, as their 
condition deteriorates so does 
their bodily resistarce to 
disease. Chronic fatigue, left 
untreated, could well be con- 

H sidered a one-way street to 

severe cases of insomnia 
and nervous breakdown. 

In medical terminology, 
chronic fatigue can mean 
) low blood sugar, low meta- 
f bolism, poor bodily functions, 
chronic irritations to the 

f nervous system or hypogly- 

cemia. Sometimes chroric 
fatigue is caused through 
injury suffered in a home or 
auto accident.

the normal body possesses a 
comfortable margin of meta- 
bolic reserves. In normal 
fatigue brought on by lon 
and arduous hours of menta 
and physical work, sufficient 
rest can restore the feeling 
of well-being. 

But when rest doesn’t re 
store the capacity for work, 
something is obviously 
wrorg. Chronic fatigue can 
be caused through dietary 
deficiency or im endocrine 
imbalance. The physical 
state causing fatiguability 
may also cause severe ner- 
vousness and both can be in- 
termixed. 

How is chronic fatigue re- 
lieved? 

The first step is to relieve 
the primary disorder. Proper 
bodily functions must be re- 
stored. Vital nerve energy 
must be allowed to flow free- 
ly through the body. 

Then the patient must be 


helped to urderstand the 
| source of his trouble and 


aided in resolving his diffi- 
culty.

Keep 
brushes 
clean 


There are a variety of hair 
brushes for different uses. A 
wardrobe of brushes is a good 
idea for complete hair 
grooming.

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Matriculating at the Grand 
Canyon! That's the assignment 
of several Cal Poly, Pomona 
students who are spending the 
academic winter quarter (Jan 2 
to March 21) not only studying 
the hospitality business, but 
actually working for it. 

The students are majors in 
Cal Poly’s hotel and restaurant 
management program, but 
during the next few weeks they 
will be off campus, taking their 
classes on location at the south 
rim of the world-famous 
Arizona landmark. They will 
be, at the same time, employes 
of Fged Harvey, Inc., working 
in one of the Harvey hotels. 

This program is the result of 
a new cooperative educational 
agreement between Cal Poly, 
Pomona and Fred Harvey, Inc. 
Now in its first weeks, this 
experimental project is 
designed to give students an in- 
depth work experience and to 
professionally - oriented em- 
ployes preparing for a 
employes preparing for a 
career in the business. In the 
longer view, the program, with 
its wedding of educational and 
business interests, is primarily 
aimed at turning out hetter- 
educated, specifically trained 
hotel and restaurant 
management personnel. 

Another important part of the 
ecucational plan is that the 
regular Harvey employes at the 
Grand Canyon facilities are 
also eligible to enroll in the Cal 
Poly-taught courses. In fact, 
there are about 20 of them 
participating this quarter. 
According to the Harvey 
company, the majority of their 
several hundred employes at 
the south rim facilities are 
college age.

Women, according to a 
cigarette advertisement, have 
“come a long way, baby.”

Because The World 
Almanac tells where she was 
born, but not when.

Few suspension rule changes seen 


Local school officials reported that except for a few 
minor procedural adjustments their process of 
Suspending students will not be significantly affected by 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s Wednesday ruling giving 
students quasi-due-process rights. 

In a 5-4 decision, the court ruled principals cannnot 
suspend students without giving the student the 
opportunity ‘‘to explain his version of the facts.” 

Justice Byron R. White, writing the majority opinion, 
said student constitutional rights will generally be 
satisfied by ‘‘an informal give-and-take between student 
and disciplinarian.”’ 

“The student (must) be given oral or written notice of 
the the charges against him, and if he denies them, an 
explanation of the evidence the authorities have and an 
opportunity to present his side of the story,’’ Justice 
White wrote. 

The major impact of the court ruling should likely be 
felt by elementary schools, where principals are now 
required to in good faith engage in a ‘‘give-and-take”’ 
encounter with pre-teen-age students who are charged 
with discipline offenses. 

Dr. Jack Jones, superintendent of the Ontario- 
Montclair School District, said the court ruling will 
somewhat ‘‘slow the process of suspension... we will have 
to show cause.’’ He added, however, that Wednesday’s 
ruling will not cause any major changes in current 
procedure. 

Glenn Hardy, the Upland School District’s No. 2 
administrator, reported that at present principals aren't 
always required to present what amounts to formal 
charges against a student. 

“Prior to this we had just given notification of the 
charges and the reason for the suspension,’’ Hardy said. 

Royce Lapp, superintendent of the Chino Unified 
School District, said, ‘‘I don’t see that it will have any 
major effect. For all practical purposes, the stipulations 
made by the Supreme Court already exist.

Dale G. McKeon, assistant principal at Upland High 
School said, ‘‘For a couple of years we have been 
following almost every one of the elements of the court's 
ruling. We may, however, have to spend a little more 
time listening to a student’s side of the story before 
suspending him.” 

Students committing serious offenses in the Chaffey 
Union High School District go before a ‘‘Due Process 
Board,’’ which includes teachers, counselors, the 
assistant principal and the accused student’s parents. 


Other states are expected to be more directly affected 
by the court's ruling than California, which already 
requires a meeting between parents, the student and 
school authorities within three days of a suspension. 

The court's 5-4 decison had all the justices appointed by 

‘ former President Nixon voting against the extension of 
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the due-process ruling. Dissenting from the ruling were 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and Justices Harry A. 
Blackmun, Lewis F. Powell Jr. and William H. 
Rehnquist. 
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The decision came on an Ohio case where school 
authorities suspended several hundred junior and senior 
high school students who were disciplined for allegedly 
participating in racial-tension-related incidents.

Stan Waterman is an explorer 
but of the waters of the earth 
rather than the land masses. He 
is also an expert film maker.

Excerpts from the film in- 
clude shots of the first female 
aquanauts living and working 
underwater off St. John, in the 
U.S. Virgin Islands; diving un- 
der the oigrigs far off Louisiana 
to find a new ecosystem and the 
search for the Great White 
Shark. Some of the most 
dynamic scenes show the diving 
team off South Australia as it 
encounters two of these one-to- 
two ton monsters. 

Waterman has participated in 
underwater research and film- 
ing for 15 years. He was part of 
the Cochran Expedition in 1959 
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archaeology in the Aegean Sea 
and participated in the shark 
research with the Tikehau Ex- 
pedition off the Tuamotu 
Islands. 

Waterman has produced 
numerous films about the sea, 
his most recent being “Reefs of 
Steel’ for the American 
Petroleum Institute and ‘‘Sinai 
Adventure” for the U.S. Divers 
Company. 

He has been a charter boat- 
man, underwater guide and 
owner-operator of a diving 
school. For the past 15 years he 
has concentrated most of his 
energies on film production and 
lecturing about the seas.
